On Friday night in the event’s first 
Chicken Idol contest, Cathlene Webb 
of Carlisle County won first place 
in the 18 and under division, and 
Katherine Kelly was the runner-up. 
In the adult division, Melissa Alfred- 
Jackson took the first-place award, 
and Austin Cunningham was runner- 
up. 

Judges from Ballard County 
were presented gift bags from 
event sponsors. The bags included 
pottery from Danny Whitlock, soap 
and jewelry from Aureens, gift 
certificates from Violet Femmes 
and Etc. Gifts, and a complimentary 
dinner from Ruby Faye’s Restaurant.

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The world’s largest manufacturer 
of private label candles plans to 
open shop in Fulton on Wednesday. 
Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt announced during 
Thursday afternoons meeting of 
the Hickman County Economic 
Development Authourity, Inc. 
(HCEDA) that the opening of the 
plant should offer several jobs for 
unemployed Hickman Countians. 


M.V.P. International plans to 
employ 150 full-time workers and 
is scheduled to produce 200 to 
250 thousand candles per day for 
premium retailers. Pruitt reminded 
the board that, typically, one out of 
every five Fulton County jobs goes to 
a Hickman Countian. 

Pruitt said that Hickman 
County/Fulton County Economic 
Development Partnership, an 
initiative to market resources from 
the two counties to manufacturers, 


is currently negotiating with other 
manufacturers about moving to the 
area. 

HCEDA held its regularly 
scheduled quarterly meeting on 
Thursday, April 25, in Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt’s office, with all board 
members present. 

Tommy Roberts is the chairman 
of the board that also includes Bob

Solar is now 
affordable 

Jackson tells Clinton Rotary 
about solar power

Clinton Rotary members were 
treated to a green education at 
last Wednesday’s meeting by 
Barry Joe Jackson of Awesome 
Affordable Solar. 

Jackson is a Solar Installation 
Master Contractor from Fulton 
County and has been working 
with solar installations for three 
years. 

“It’s an interesting field,” he 
said as he began. Jackson passed 
around literature and a piece 
of a solar panel. The material, 
made of silicon, was very brittle 
and even broke as it was passed 
around. Jackson explained 
that silicon is the second most 
abundant element on the earth, 
just behind oxygen. 

Although the initial cost 
seems high, at around $35,000 
for a 10 kw solar system, 
Jackson explained that solar 
energy is becoming more and 
more affordable, with federal 
tax credits taking up to 30 
percent off the bill, and allowed 
Kentucky tax credit and TVA 
returns as cash back, both 
valued at $1,000. 

A system of this size can 
supply most, if not all, energy 
needs for an average-sized 
home, virtually eliminating 
the electric bill. The process 
is somewhat tricky, with the 
electric company still sending a 
bill for energy used. In our area, 
power provider TVA reimburses 
users for energy created. 

He said that most panels 


currently in place are 15 percent 
efficient, and as efficiency 
increases, costs will decrease. 
Panels also are guaranteed for 
25 years, and Jackson said that 
no maintenance is required 
other than an occasional rain. 

Because of the long life of 
the panels, Jackson does not 
recommend placing them on the 
roof, since the roof will likely 
need to be replaced before the 
panels, which are covered by 
tempered glass that is capable 
of withstanding hail up to one- 
inch in diameter. 

Jackson said that solar panels 
produce direct current energy, 
which must be converted 
to alternating current using 
an inverter. Some inverters 
are capable of sending data 
to companies that will let a 
homeowner know if one of the 
panels is not behaving normally. 

“TVA loves solar,” Jackson 
said when explaining the 
cohesive relationship between 
solar energy and more 
conventional electricity derived 
from power plants. He said that 
TVA likes solar power because 
summer’s hottest days are when 
energy usage is at its highest. 

Homes equipped with 
supplemental solar panels do 
not take additional energy off 
the grid on hot days since those 
sunny days are when their solar 
panels are producing the most 
energy.

Clay and Depot Streets 
up for resurfacing 

Two sections of roadway in Hickman County, a 2.2-mile section 
of KY 123 (Clay Street) from KY 58 to KY 239 and a 0.36-mile 
section of KY 1826 (Depot Street in Clinton) from Blair Street 
to U.S. 51 will be resurfaced. Murray Paving Inc. was awarded 
the contract for $327,416. The completion date for the project is 
November 15. 

The funds for the project are part of more than $27 million in 
asphalt rehabilitation projects that have been awarded by the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet as the spring construction season 
gets underway. 

The first asphalt projects of the season are distributed over 45 
counties. 

“Maintaining our roadways is one of the most important 
responsibilities of the Transportation Cabinet,” Kentucky 
Transportation Secretary Mike Hancock said. “Well-maintained 
roads are safer for motorists. They’re also important for economic 
development and community growth.” 

The awarded projects span the Commonwealth, from Fulton 
County in the west to Boyd County in the east. They range in cost 
from $1.9 million for improvement of Dixie Highway (U.S. 31W) 
in Hardin County to $41,000 for improvement of Bloomfield Road 
(KY 55) in Spencer County. 

In all, nearly 60 asphalt rehab contracts were awarded in April 
with more to be awarded later this year. 

In Fulton County, two sections of roadway including a 0.79-mile 
section of U.S. 45 (Highland Drive in Fulton) from the Tennessee 
state line to KY 1648 and a 0.9-mile section of KY 125 (Union City 
Highway in Hickman) from KY 1099 to KY 94. Murray Paving 
Inc. was also awarded this contract for $262,642, and the projected 
completion date for this project is also November 15.

Before You Rent, Do 
Your Homework

Maybe you’re a college 
student looking to rent 
your first apartment; or a 
downsizing homeowner 
reentering the rental market 
for the first time in decades. 
Whatever your situation, 
there are many precautions 
you should take before 
renting any property. The 
last thing you want is to be 
saddled with a 12-month 
lease you can’t afford or to 
be stuck in a neighborhood 
you’ve come to detest. 

As one who’s been there, 
let me share a few tips for 
renting a home: 

Before you even start 
looking, know how much you 
can afford to spend. Housing 
is the biggest monthly 
expense for most people so 
if you miscalculate what rent 
is affordable; your budget 
will suffer from the get-go. 
Besides rent, don’t forget 
such additional expenses as 
a security deposit, utilities, 
cable/satellite, Internet 
access, renters insurance, 
parking and laundry facilities 
and one-time move-in 
expenses like window 
treatments, appliances or 
rugs. 

Scopeouttheneighborhood. 
Determine how safe you feel 
walking around, especially 
if you’ll be parking on the 
street. Come back to see if 
the neighborhood’s character 
changes at night or on the 
weekend. Also note the 
proximity to parks, schools, 
grocery stores, public 
transportation and busy 
commuter routes. 

Thoroughly inspect each 
potential rental: 

• Consider total useable space 
- sometimes a smaller unit 
with a well-designed floor 
plan is more desirable than 
a larger space with a poor 
layout. 

• Use a tape measure to 
measure each room to 
determine whether your 
furniture will fit. Ensure 
there’s sufficient closet, 
cupboard and storage space. 

• Look for safety features 
like deadbolts and peepholes 
on exterior doors, well-lit 
corridors, stairwells and 
parking structures, smoke 
detectors, fire extinguishers 
and bars or other security 
features on first-floor 


windows. 

• In multi-unit buildings, 
note the condition of common 
areas - that’s a clue how 
attentive the owner/manager 
is regarding upkeep. 

• Note the condition of 
appliance s, plumbing fixture s, 
floors/carpeting, electrical 
outlets and switches, light 
fixtures, walls and windows. 
If you spot damaged or worn 
items, ask whether they’ll be 
replaced. If not, make sure 
they’re noted in the rental 
agreement. 

• Check the water pressure 
and hot water quality. 

• Check seals around doors, 
windows and vents; if leaky, 
they can boost utility bills. 

• Look for evidence of 
previous water leaks and 
mold. 

• Check for soundproofing, 
especially if there are 
adjoining apartments. 

Once you find a suitable 
place, read the rental 
agreement carefully. Don’t 
hesitate to ask a lawyer or 
more experienced friend to 
review it. If not spelled out 
in the lease you may want to 
ask the landlord: 

• How much is the security 
deposit and what are the 
requirements for getting a 
full refund? 

• How are rent increases 
determined? 

• What happens after the 
lease term ends? Often, it’ll 
convert to a month-to-month 
rental agreement where you 
can leave anytime with proper 
notice (usually 30 days). 

• How many tenants are 
allowed? 

• What are building policies 
for things like houseguests, 
noise curfews, maintenance 
and repairs, pest control, 
smoking, lost keys and pets? 

• Can you sublet the unit 
before your lease expires? 

And finally, be aware that 
many landlords check credit 
reports of potential tenants. 
Before you start looking, 
check your own credit report 
so there are no surprises. You 
can order one free report 
per year from each of the 
three major credit bureaus 
- Equifax, Experian and 
TransUnion. (Order through 
www.annualcreditreport. 
com; otherwise you’ll pay a 
small fee.)

Major's Alaskan adventure 

Continued from April 16 edition 


Editor's note: This article is 
the conclusion of Rick Major’s 
story of his trip in March to 
Alaska. The first part of the 
story was printed in the April 16 
edition of the Gazette. 

Coming across the frozen 
river, Major came up the bank 
into the trail through the dense 
woods. “It was only about three 
feet wide coming out of the 
river,” said Major who wore 
tinted goggles for needed eye 
protection during the day, but 
he couldn’t wear them at night 
because they were too dark, 
making it hard to see, even with 
the lights of the snow machines. 

“I was running about 20-25 
miles per hour trying to stay in 
sight of the more experienced 


drivers and ducking the low- 
lying branches,” he added. It 
was here where Major learned 
a valuable lesson about driving 
snow machines at night in the 
Alaskan Bush. 

“Never, ever, ride a snow 
machine through the remote 
Alaskan bush at night without 
eye protection,” noted Major, 
laughing as he continued. “Just 
after I left the river, a branch hit 
me in the left eye, causing me 
to lose my left contact. I didn’t 
think I was hurt bad, but I was 
more than 36 miles from camp 
and now half-blind.” 

Major continued his journey, 
a little more slowly, with one 
eye closed. After a while, it 
was too hard to drive with one 


eye closed, so Major opened 
both eyes again and continued 
southeast in the dark with out- 
of-focus blurred vision. That is 
when things got really bad. 

Within a couple of miles, 
Major hit another branch, again 
striking his left eye, but this 
time he knew that his injuries 
were more severe. “This time it 
hit my eye so hard that I actually 
saw a bright orange spark,” he 
said. After determining that his 
eyeball was still in the socket 
and there was no blood, Major 
continued to try to catch up with 
the group. Catching up with 
the others, he asked one of the 
others to drive his machine so 
he could just ride. Home free?? 
Not quite. 

While he was a passenger 
on the snow machine, at about 
30 miles per hour, the machine 
drifted too close to the brush on 
the left side, and Major, with his 
impaired vision, did not see the 
tree until it was too late. His 
left foot caught on a passing 
tree and was turned almost 
backwards. At first Major 
thought that his leg was broken, 
but luckily, that wasn’t the case. 

With his two injuries, Major 
flew from Betties to Fairbanks 
where a friend, a lineman with 
Golden Valley Co-Op, assisted 
him with treatment for his 
injuries at Fairbanks Urgent 
Care. “I needed to see a specialist 
for my eye,” he explained. “I 
received the required medicine, 
and I am happy to say that my 
eye has fully recovered, with 
special thanks to Doc (Eyeball) 
Rob Jordan of Union City, 
Tennessee for coordinating with 
the staff in Fairbanks.” 

After obtaining medical 


treatment, Major, however, 
was unable to continue with the 
mission and changed out his 
ticket and flew home a day-and- 
a-half early. 

Since then, Major has been 
following his friend Alaska 
Pastor Mike Roub. “I heard 
from my friend, and he traveled 
back to Crevice Creek to fight 
the ice flow that glacerized the 
Fickus homeplace where we 
spent the week of March 18 
while hauling supplies,” Major 
said. “I wish I could have gone 
back to help them.” 

Major attributes his healing 
to the power of Almighty God. 
“I am so blessed to even have 
an eye, much less to see clearly 
with no permanent damage,” he 
noted. “My ankle still hurts, but 
it is healing also.” 

The project Major was a 
part of is making continued 
improvements to the Brooks 
Range Bible Camp. The camp 
is administered principally 
by the missionary aviation 
organization, Kingdom Air 
Corps. 

Brooks Range Bible 
Camp provides a Bible camp 
experience for native Alaskan 
children and youth from remote 
northern villages each July and 
serves as a real-world training 
program for young missionary 
pilots and mechanics who go 
on to serve in remote places all 
over the world.
